‘‘Oh, I see, Mr. Chamberlain,” 
sweetly rejoined the beautiful Coun¬ 
tess, ‘‘you prefer to keep your indis¬ 
cretions for your public speeches.” 

To which Chamberlain acidly re¬ 
torted: ‘‘Yes, peThaps they are safer 
there.” 

This little encounter, so character¬ 
istic of both, is causing much amuse¬ 
ment in society. 

Ho More to Be Called Topolobampo. 

Chicago.—A special to the Record 
from Chihuahua, Mexico, says: The 
Congress of Mexico has passed a bill, 
and it has been approved by President 
Diaz, changing the name of Topolo¬ 
bampo, on the Pacific coast of Mexico, 
to Port Stilwell. The change is made 
as a compliment to A. E. Stillwell, 
president of the Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient Railway Company, which 
proposes to build a railway from 
Kansas City to Port’Stilwell.

Selections That Will Greatly Interest

and Young. 

Signor Giuseppe del Puente, tho 
widely known baritone, died suddenly 
at hia home in Philadelphia. Death 
was due to apoplexy. He was 60 
years of age. 

A dispatch from Georgetown, British 
Guiana, says that a steamer, with 
three convoys, has been carried over a 
cataract in the Potaria river, British 
Guiana, forty lives being lost. 

Embassador Choate at London has 
cabled tho following message from 
Queen Viotoria to the State Depart¬ 
ment: ‘‘American Embassador: Pray 
express my warm thanks to tho Presi¬ 
dent of the United States for his kind 
congratulations for my birthday.” 

South Africa lias another infliction. 
An extraordinary issue of the Gazette 
at Durban announces the death of an 
East Indian from the bubonic plague. 
The Government lias put into force the 
most stringent preventive measures, 
hut fears are expressed that the pestil¬ 
ence may get among the troops. 

In the House of Commons the Secre¬ 
tary of State for India, Lord Georgo 
Hamilton, rephing to a question, said 
ho regretted that no material change 
for the better had yet taken place in 
the famine-stricken districts. The 
showers, lie added, had done some good 
in parts, but the monsoon was still 
awaited. 

Victor Hugo’s grandchildren, Georges 
and Jeanne, have not been happy in 
their married life. The latter married 
M. Daudet, the son of the famous 
novelist, but was divorced and wedded 
M. Charcot, the son of the celebrated 
physician. Now the law courts have 
just pronounced a decreo nisi in favor 
of Mme. Georges Hugo, nee Menard- 
Dorian. 

Instructions have beon sent to Em¬ 
bassador White at Berlin to make rep¬ 
resentations to the German Foreign 
Office with a view to laying before that 
Government the injustice that will be 
done American meats if proposed legis¬ 
lation sliyuld become a law. Th$ State 
Department will not disclose tfib nature 
of these instructions, because the 
American Embassador has not yet had 
time to communicate them to the Ger¬ 
man officials. 

The report of the anti-canteen bill 
has been filed in the House. It sub¬ 
mits tho voluminous correspondence 
from the War Department, opposing 
the abolition of the canteen, and with¬ 
out comment submits a favorable rec¬ 
ommendation on the bill. Represen¬ 
tative Parker of New Jersey probably 
will make a minority report in line 
with the recommendation of tho mili¬ 
tary authorities favoring the canteen. 

Because of a grievance which he held 
against Rutger’s College the late 
Malilon C. Martin of New Brunswick, 
the rubber magnate, who left $4,000,- 
000 worth of property to big three sis¬ 
ters and brothel, completely shut out 
Rutger’s College, to which he formerly 
intended to bequeath his magnificent 
mansion and grounds, with its large 
collection of curios and antiques of 
priceless value. 

The Military Affairs Committee of 
the Senate has concluded consideration 
of the Military Academy appropriation 
bill. The bill was amended by adding 
as amendments those sections of the 
Army reorganization bill giving the 
Major-General commanding the Army 
the rank of Lieutenant-General and the 
present Adjutant-General the rank of 
Major-General. The number of cadet 
appointments allowed the President 
was increased from thirty to fifty. 

PLANS OF THE BOER ENVOYS. 

Delegates Will Come No Farther Than 
the Middle West. 

Washington.—The following state¬ 
ment was issued by the Boer envoys, 
who are in this city: 

‘‘Messrs. Fischer, Wessels and Wol- 
marans, who are representing the South 
African republics in this country, have 
received many pressing invitaitons from 
most of the large cities of the United 
States to visit them, but owing to the 
short time they have to spend in this 
country it will not be possible to accept 
all of the invitations received. “It is 
their intention to return aS soon as cir¬ 
cumstances permit to their own coun¬ 
try, staying in Europe sufficient time 
to carry out their instructions, hut be¬ 
fore leaving they hare concluded to 
yield to the great demand on the part 
of the American people to spend a few 
more days in America, aud they have 
concluded first of all to visit Baltimore, 
Philadephia, Providence and Boston. 
After visiting these cities they are in 
hopes of being able to spare the time 
to extend their visit to several cities in 
the Middle States.” 

It should be the aim of the breeder 
when raising animals for meat, to 
produce those parts in each animal 
that brings the most money in market. 


NEW LABOR LAWS URGED. 

Industrial Commission Favors Uniform- 
Legislation. 

Washington.— The Industrial Com¬ 
mission in its report to Congress of la¬ 
bor legislation recommends ;improved 
legislation to the State Legislature# 
rather than to Congress directly. “The 
subject of greatest public interest to¬ 
day, says the report, “is, perhaps, that 
of the regulation of tho hours of labor 
permitted in industrial occupations, 
and especially in factories.” 

As Congress has no power to legislate 
directly in this matter the committee 
recommends that a simple statute be 
enacted by states regulating the lengthr 
of the working day for all persons be* 
tween the ages of 14 and 21 who work 
in factories. 

The report, in brief, sayfl: “The 
employment of children below the age 
of 14 should be prohibited in factories. 
The length of the working day in alt 
public employment should be fixed at 
eight hours. The samo time should 
be fixed for workmen in underground 
mines, except in cases of emergency, 
Employment in mines of children leaai 
than 14 years of age and all w omgiraijdJ 
girls should he forbidden. Congress 
might well enact that no person under 
18 should be employed as a telegraph 
operator upon railroads, and that all 
engineers and switchmen should sub¬ 
mit to an examination for color blind¬ 
ness. Also that it he made a misde¬ 
meanor for an engineer or switchman 
to bo intoxicated while on duty. A 
simple and liberal law regulating the 
payment of labor should he adopted by 
all tho states, providing that all labor¬ 
ers shall be paid in cash orders without 
discount, not in goods or due bills, and 
that no compulsion, direct or indirect, 
should be used to make them purchase 
goods at any particular store. 

Provisions for tho fair weighing over 
a screen should bo adopted, and the 
miners slioud have the privilege of em¬ 
ploying a check woighman at their own 
expense. 

The question of the enforcement of 
the labor contract by injunction or con¬ 
tempt in equity process is a difficult 
one, mainly made so by the abuses 
which have arisen from injunctions 
carelessly issued. It is suggested that 
it might be well to limit punishment 
for contempt to imprisonment for a 
brief period, hut equity courts must 
not he deprived of the power to protect 
themselves and to make their decrees 
respected. Tho praetico of nwarding 
blanket injunctions against all the 
world, or against unnumbered defend¬ 
ants, as well as the practice of indirect¬ 
ly enforcing the contracts for personaL 
service by enjoining employes from 
quitting work, should, be discouraged, 
not only by popular sentiment, but by 
intelligent judicial opinion. 

On the subject of railway labor, the 
committee is of opinion that Congress 
shoud adopt n consistent code of law, 
regulating all matters regarding em¬ 
ployment, such as hours of labor, limi¬ 
tation of continuous runs by engineers 
or continued service by telegraph oper¬ 
ators or switchmen; the enactment of a 
consistent employers’ liability code; 
the liability of the employer or corpor¬ 
ation for detective appliances, etc. 

PREPARING FOR TROUBLE. 

Flans for the Defense of Manchuria Ar¬ 
ranged. 

St. Petersburg.—A plan for the de¬ 
fense of Manchuria has been drawn up. 
Six fortified jrosts will he erected. For 
the purpose of strategical study Gen¬ 
eral Sacharoff, chief of the Russian 
general staff, will start for Manchuria 
at the end of the month, accompanied 
by eight Russian officers, to prepare 
for a possible conflict with Japan. 

Shanghai. — The members of tho 
Chinese secret society known as tiie 
Boxers are now drilling at Peking, and 
many high Manchns, including mem¬ 
bers of the Imperial Clan, are joining 
the movement, which is becoming so 
threatening that the diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives are about to take action. B. 
J. Decologa, the Spanish Minister and 
dean of the diplomatic corps, has made 
a demand upon the Tsung-li Yamen, 
conched in the strongest terms, for the 
immediate suppression of the Boxers, 
threatening that otherwise all the 
powers concerned would land troops 
in China. 

London.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from Tien-tsin says: The massa¬ 
cre of seventy native Catholics at Kao 
Lau Tsun on May 14th is ascribed to 
the equivocal attitude of Fakas, the 
virtual Governor of the Province of 
Pechili, who is accused of favoring the 
Boxers. It is reported that General 
Yang Fn Tung, who was sent by the 
Viceroy with troops against the Box¬ 
ers, was murdered at an interview with 
their leaders. 

Oom Paul Issues a Proclamation. 

London.—President Krueger, accord¬ 
ing to a special dispatch from New¬ 
castle, has issued a proclamation ask¬ 
ing the Transvaal burghers to notify 
him whether they desire to continue 
the fight or to sue for peace. 

President Krueger’s proclamation is 
understood to say they can quit now 
with the prospect of retaining their 
farms or continue to the bitter end. 
Rumors are current in Lord Roberts’ 
army that the Boers intend to sur¬ 
render. 

Several correspondents wire the Lon¬ 
don papers that there are 10,000 foreign¬ 
ers in the Boer ranks, bat this is 
hardly credible. 


TO CONTROL WATERS. 

Meeting of Forest and Water 
Association. 

OFFICERS PRESENT THEIR REPORTS. 


Many 

Important Resolutions Touching 
Irrigation Interests of California 
Adopted Unanimously. 

, San Francisco.—The advisory coun¬ 
cil and executive committee of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Water and Forest Association 
held a meeting the other night at the 
Fklaoe Hotel to hear reports of the 
progress made since the previous meet¬ 
ing, held in December last. President 
William Thomas presented his rojiort, 
ia which ho stated that not only had 
the work been highly satisfactory, hut 
the prospects were exceptionally bright 
f6r the fnrtherment of the plans of the 
association. Probably the greatest slie¬ 
st lmd In-en Btet with in the securing 
of funds. The refusals to subscribe 
had been so few, lie said, that if the 
association could hut go to work sys¬ 
tematically there was hardly any 
afnount they could not raise. From 
forty poeple approached for subscrip¬ 
tions nearly $10,300 had been secured. 

An especially gratifying feature of 
the work was the co-operation which 
had been effected wiht the Governmen¬ 
tal Geological Survey and the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture in this State. With 
both of these departments the Govern¬ 
ment lmd lieon very lilieral in its appro¬ 
priations and had more than home its 
share of the expenses. In the contract 
with the survey it had been agreed 
that reconnoisances of the drainage 
basins of the Kings, San.Joaquin, Sa¬ 
tinas and Yuba rivers, and at least one 
stjream west of the Sacramento valley 
Wjere to Ins made, and during tho lowest, 
summer flow gauges were to bo made of 
as many streams as possible in the 
central valley of California. 

Tho Agricultural Department had 
agreed to ascertain the amount of land 
which all tho available water would 
irrigate, if all were saved and used; 
second, the ownership of tho irrigable 
land and present claims u|K»n the flow¬ 
ing waters; third, legal status of floor 
waters if impounded, and fourth, the 
legal consequences of our present irri¬ 
gation laws as exhibited in the litiga¬ 
tion over water rights. This investiga¬ 
tion is to,he conducted as far. as posai- 
1 through the various basins to be 
exfitored by OiF tiSfilhgical Survey. 

On motion of E. F. Adams, tho mem¬ 
bership foe was reduced from $3 to $1 
per annum. F.lwood Mead of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and J. Lippin- 
cottof the Geological Survey, addressed 
the meeting briefly. Adams moved that 
the finance committteo employ an at¬ 
torney to prepare a digest of the irri¬ 
gation laws and decisions of this State. 
After some discussion thin was adopted. 

On motion of E. S. l’illsbury it was 
decided to take up at tho Septomlier 
meeting the proposition of bringing 
tho bondholders and landowners in tho 
various irrigation districts together 
with the view of effecting an amicable 
adjustment of their disagreements. 

Marsden Manson moved that the 
Lako Tahoe forest reserve lie extended 
to include tho entire drainage basin 
of Lake Tahoe. It was carried. I. C. 
Friedlander also moved that the forest 
reserve be extended from the thirty- 
eighth parallel north to the limits of 
the Tahoe reserve, and west two town¬ 
ships, in order to include the big trees. 
This motion prevailed. It was re¬ 
solved, upon motion of General Green, 
that all pablic timlier lands be closed 
to the public and the stumpage he sold 
at the best terms obtainable by the 
Land Department. On motion of 
Lippincott, the division of lands of the 
Agricultural Department was asked to 
co-operate with the Forest and Water 
Associttion. On the suggestion of 
Frank J. 8ymines the I.and Depart¬ 
ment was asked to throw open all 
available irrigation land throughout 
the State. 


AMERICA INTERVENES IN CHINA. 

Brlnss Pressure for the Suppression of 
Boxers. 

New York.—A special to the Sun 
from Washington says: On the basis 
of recent telegraphic reports from Mr. 
Conger, United States Minister at Pe¬ 
king, the State Department has de¬ 
termined to follow the course of the 
European nations in bringing all its 
moral influence to bear on the Chinese 
Government to the end that strong 
measures may be adopted for the sup¬ 
pression of the Boxers. Conger’s most 
recent report showed that this anti- 
foreign and anti-Christian organiza¬ 
tion was operating in the province in 
which Peking is situated and Jiad t mas- 
Bacred a number of native Catholics at 
a village forty miles from tho capital. 
Tho department hns instructed Conger 
to notify the Tsung-li Yamen that the 
Government expects it to take meas¬ 
ures promptly to suppress the opera¬ 
tions of the society and to make good 
its promises to furnishing protection to 
Americans and their interests. 

Conger will act in this matter inde¬ 
pendent of tho other foreign representa¬ 
tives at Peking, the United States Gov¬ 
ernment in its instructions to him 
haring followed its uniform rule in 
that regard. 

The “Boxers,” originally a gymnas¬ 
tic association, is now the most power¬ 
ful political organization in China. It 
unquestionably gains much of its 
strength from the belief that the Em¬ 
press Dowager sympathizes with its 
purposes. It is opposed to tho reform 
movement and to Christian missionary 
work. 8o far there have not been any 
outrages on foreign residents, but the 
native Christian converts have suffered 
severely,women and children not being 
exempt from the murderous assaults of 
the fanatics. The future course of this 
Government hns not been determined, 
hut if drastic measures should ho 
adopted by the European countries 
American marines and bluejackets will 
probably lie sent to Peking and to 
American missionary stations to pro¬ 
tect the lives of tho citizens of this 
country. 
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Things It Won’t Pay to Do. 

The following are some of the things 
it is not profitable for the farmer to 
do: He should not try to farm without 
manure, aud should not plant more 
acres than he can take good care of. 
He should not work with old and poor 
tools nor sow unclean seed. He must 
not keep jioor stock, as a poor cow eats 
as much as a good one. He should 
not buy at public sales what is not 
needed simply because it sells cheap. 
Hogs, sheep and cattle should not be 
allowed to wander at their will over 
their owner’s and the neighbor’s 
premises. The barnyard should not 
drain into the public road nor into a 
stream, as is often the case. Cattle 
should not be allowed to eat fodder 
from the stack; it saves a little labor, 
hut waste will make the farmer poor. 
To leave tools of any kind lying out in 
the weather or to put them away un¬ 
clean is a had practice. Cattle must 
not he turned out into hare fields in 
cold weather. An orchard should not 
be planted and the cattle allowed to 
browse the trees. Vacant places 
should not he left in a young orchard, 
nor should a young orchard remain 
in grass too long. Of course, all 
farmers know weeds should not he 
allowed to occupy any portion of tho 
farm, and bushes should not occupy 
several rials of ground along the fence 
or road. It is a thoughtless and very 
dangerous thing for a farmer to put his 
name on any paper presented by a 
stranger. It is careless to buy trees of 
a perfect stranger, also groceries and 
such articles as are easily adulterated. 
Nine times out of ten one will he 
cheated by so doing. Buy of your 
home merchants. — G. W. Clark in 
I’ra i rie* Farmer.

Or eat Peat of An Aged Woman. 

Paris.—An old woman was found ex¬ 
hausted from hunger on the highway 
near the town of Seganne, Department 
of Marne. She was cared for, and when 
she had recovered a little of her 
strength she informed the authorities 
that she was born in Alsace on January 
2, 1797, and was therefore more than 
103 years old. 

Despite her great age she had de¬ 
termined to see the Paris exposition 
and had set ont on foot for the capital. 
She had been walking for fifteen days, 
carrying a pack weighing fifty-nine 
pounds. All the money she had was 2 
francs. During her jonrney she had 
slept in barns and under hedges. A 
collection was made among the resi¬ 
dents of Seganne and sufficient money 
was raised to send the old woman to 
Paris in comfort.

SURVEY OF SAN DIEGO HARBOR 

Government Orders An Inquiry Into Its 

Availability for a Coaling Station. 

San Diego.—Tho long-expectod order 
to tho Ranger has arrived. It came 
as duplicate, the original having evi¬ 
dently gone wrong in the mail. It is 
the one which Senator Perkins said 
would be sent, hut it does not go quite 
So far as some supposed it would. 
Captain Field is directed to make 
soundLngrK UeTha^mi'TmrfirnendSr 

tions as to whether this is a suitable 
location for the establishment of a 
naval coaling station, and further to 
advise whether one is needed at this 
southwestern port of tho country. Tho 
desire of Representative Needham and 
i of the California Senators was for rec- 
jommendation as to a naval coaling and 
repair station, but the orders don’t 
mention repairs. 

‘ Tho Ranger’s men will not bo called 
upon to survey tho whole harbor, but 
Captain Field is of tho opinion that 
they will go into most of it. As soon 
as orders woro received the work was 
commenced. It is understood that it 
will keep the men reasonably busy 
about two weeks. The minimum depth 
of water will be reported and also the 
cost of tho necessary land if the Gov¬ 
ernment does not already own land near 
which the depot or bunkers would be 
located. No time is fixed for the com¬ 
pletion of work, but the man-of-wars 
men will lie sure the information asked 
for is sufficiently explicit when the 
report goes in. Meantime the officers 
will be finishing up the many charts of 
the west coast of Mexico, the data for 
which has been collected in the past 
few months. 

ALASKAN WILD FOWL. 

Provision to Protect Them by Making' 
It Unlawful to ltemove Bggs. 

Washington. — Representative Met¬ 
calf, acting with Representative 
Wheeler of Kentucky, Lacey of Iowa 
and other well-known sporting men in 
the House, secured an amendment to 
the Alaska bill prohibiting the tuking 
of wild fowl eggs within tho district of 
Alaska. A penalty of $500 fine and 
six months’ imprisonment ia provided 
for violation. Legislation of this 
character will he greatly appreciated 
by all sportsmen in Pacific Coast 
States, where the decrease in the num¬ 
ber of wild fowl has been very notice¬ 
able of late years.

PONDER OVER. 

Words of Wisdom, and Thoughts 
Worth Pondering Upon * ■> ritual 
and Moral Subject*—Oath* » .

Is there laughter In heaven—or do 
they know everything up there so well 
that nothing can move their eternal 
calm? If mirth exists among the per¬ 
petually blissful, how must the angels 
laugh wheu lu idle moments they listen 
to our speculations concerning the Di¬ 
vinity? They peer down at us as we 
peer at ants dragging home a fragment 
of dead caterpillar. Aud they hear us 
say things like this: 

If Qod exists, why does He not reveal 
himself to ME? 

How could God exist before He cre¬ 
ated tho world? Force cannot exist or 
demonstrate Its existence without mat¬ 
ter. How could a creator exist except 
with creation around him? 

Where did He live before He made 
heaven? 

If He Is all powerful, could He In five 
seconds make a six months’ old calf? 
If He made it In five seconds It would 
not be six months old. 

So talk the plain, unvarnished, uned¬ 
ucated Idiots, from whom, alas, we get 
many letters. Nonsense more subtle, 
but funnier, conies from the educated, 
from those who know enough to be pre¬ 
posterous In a pretentious way. Hear 
the wise man: 

God does not exist, because I cannot 
prove His existence. I can prove every¬ 
thing else. With my law of gravita¬ 
tion I point to a speck In space and say: 
“You’ll find a new planet there,” and 
you find It. If a God existed could I 
not also point to Him? If I can trace a 
comet in its flight, could I not trace the 
comet’s maker? 

Huxley says: “The cosmic process 
has no sort of relation to moral ends.” 
That’s a philosopher’s way of saying 
something foolish. Lnlande, the as¬ 
tronomer, remarked that he had swept 
the entire heavens with his telescope 
and found no God there. That’s fun¬ 
nier than any ant who should say: 
“I’ve searched this whole dead cater¬ 
pillar and found no God, so there Is no 
God.” The corner of space which our 
telescopes can “sweep” is smaller, com¬ 
pared to the (mlverse, than a dead cat¬ 
erpillar compared with this earth. 

Moleschott, an able physiologist, be¬ 
lieved that phosphorus was essential to 
mental activity. Perhaps he did prove 
that. But he said: “No thought with¬ 
out phosphorus,” and thought he had 
wiped the human soul out of existence. 
Philosophers do not laugh at Molo 
scliott But they would laugh at a sav¬ 
age who would say: ”1 have discov¬ 
ered that there Is a catgut lu a fiddle. 
No fiddles without catgut—no music 
without cats. Don’t talk to me about | 
soul or musical genius—It’s all catgut.” 

We peek out at this universe from our 
half-developed corner of it We see 
faintly the millions of huge suns cir¬ 
cling with their planet families billions 
of miles away. We see our own little 
suu rise and set; we ask ourselves a 
thousand foolish questions of cause 
and Ruler—aud because we cannot an¬ 
swer, wo decry faith. 

Wise doubter, look at a small piece 
of Iron. It looks solid. You suppose 
that Its various parts touch. But sub¬ 
mit It to cold. You make It smaller. 
Then the particles did uot touch. Do 
they touch now? No; relatively they 
are father apart than this planet from 
Its nearest neighbor. That piece of 
Iron, apparently solid, consists of clus¬ 
ters of atoms wonderfully grouped, 
each cluster called a molecule. The 
molecular cluster Is Invisible, millions 
of clusters In the smallest visible frag¬ 
ment. The atom Is accepted by science 
ns the final particle of matter. Its name 
Indicates that It Is supposed to be In¬ 
divisible. When science gets to the 
atom It calmly gives up nnd says: 
“That is so small that It can no longer 
be divided.” A reasonable enough con¬ 
clusion on the surface, considering that 
you might have billions of atoms of 
Iron in one corner of your eye and not 
know it. But why should the atom be 
Incapable of further division? If it is 
any size at all It can be thought of as 
spilt. Where does the divisibility of 
matter end. If anywhere? What Is 
there solid about Iron? Nothing lu 
reality, except that it seems to us solid. 
Already, with the X-ray, we can look 
through It. Forces such as heat and 
electricity pass through It more readily 
than tlirovgh free air. Science, which 
gradually finds tilings out, denying as 
It gees along everything one step be¬ 
yond, tells you truly that the clusters 
of atoms in iron float In a sea of ether, 
Just as do our planets going round the 
sun. Heat the iron Intensely. What 
happens? You get what you call white 
heat. The white heat und the white 
light come from the Increase of wave 
motion In this ether, aud this ether, ab¬ 
solutely Imponderable, of a tenuity in¬ 
conceivable, possesses elasticity great¬ 
er aud more powerful than that of 
coiled steel. 

So much for one small piece of Iron, 
such as you would kick to one side In 
a junk heap. If you are surprised to 
learu how much you did uot know 
about Iron- after living near bits of 
Iron a'J your life—Is It uot just possible 
that your mind may be too feeble to 
conceive of God? 

For the fly buzzing about the edge of 
Niagara Falls, the falls do uot exist. 
The fly's bralu eauuot grasp their gran¬ 
deur. It cun understand only the speck 
of spray that falls ou Its wing. You 
live with God around you, hopelessly 
Incapable of perceiving His existence 
save through that faint spark of un¬ 
conscious faith that was mercifully 
planted In you.

MAN AND BIRD IN COLLISION. 

Locomotive Engineer Hee Hie Eyeball 
Pierced bjr a I'igron’s BUI. 

A dove winging Its flight over the 
tracks of the Southern Railway near 
Juliet, in Georgia, collided with a pas¬ 
senger train going in the opposite dlrec 
tion at a high rate of speed. The bird’s 
body plunged through the glass win¬ 
dow of the cab. Its beak, sharp as a 
needle’s point, pierced the right eye of 
Engineer Charles 'Wallace, and the sur¬ 
geons say it destroyed the engineer's 
sight temporarily, nnd possibly perma¬ 
nently. 

Engineer Wallace was at the lever ol 
the passenger train for Macon when it 
pulled out of the Union depot. The ruu 
to Juliet was made without incident. 
After the train left the station the en¬ 
gineer opened the throttle to run the 
trnin faster than usunl. In order to 
make up a few minutes' lost time. The 
trnin was bowling along at a sixty-miie 
an hour gait. 

The engineer’s seat In the cab faces 
the track nliead. A window of glass an 
eighth of an inch thick protects hint 
from the draughts, smoke and cinders. 
He was looking through his window 
when suddenly the body of the dove 
burst through the pane of glass and 
struck him In the fnce. He was blinded 
for an instant, nnd the pain in his eye 
made him realize at once that he was 
seriously hurt. 

The flremnn In the cab with Engineer 
Wallace saw the nccldent nnd relieved 
him of his post. The pain Increased in 
Wallace’s eye until it was almost un¬ 
bearable, and he finally went back into 
the baggage coach to get such assist¬ 
ance as was possible on the train. 

The dove wns killed by the sudden 
contact with the cab window. Its 
quivering body fell on the iron floor of 
the cab, after striking the engineer, and 
was picked up by the flremnn. So great 
was the momentum of the trnin nnd 
the dove's body that the glass window 
wns not smashed by the blow of the 
collision. The hole through which the 
bird was hurled wns clean-cut, like that 
made by a bullet fired through glass. 

ENGLAND’S GREAT BLACK ARMY 

Dark-lined Men Who Fight the Bat¬ 
tles of Her Gracious Majesty, 

'Jhe full strength of Great Britain’s 
Indian army is 300,000 men, of whom 
230,000 are native and 70,000 British 
soldiers. In addition to this military 
force, there are nbout 20,000 enrolled 
European volunteers, and n nntlve po¬ 
lice, officered by white men, nearly 200,- 
000 strong. 

Every regiment Is divided into ten 
companies, each of 'which Is usually 
made up of a different nationality—such 
I ns Goorkhns, Sikhs, Dogrns, l’atlians 
and Punjaubis. It is owing to this pre¬ 
caution that a combination of forces for 
the purposes of mutiny becomes al¬ 
most impossible. The Goorklias and 
Sikhs, whose loyalty Is rated the high 
est, are, in some localities, permitted Jo 
constitute entire regiments by them¬ 
selves. 

The pay of the sepoy, or nntlve sol¬ 
dier, is 18 shillings per mouth, with a 
gradual Increase after three years’ 
1 good conduct service. The pension ays- 
i tem la particularly liberal, nnd Is really 
the magnet which draws the native re- 
. emit. When a sepoy soldier falls in ac¬ 
tion his wives—nnd there are four of 
them—are all pensioned, ns well ns 
i their young children. As regards tho 
1 artillery branch of the Indian army, 
white men only are employed, both ns 
commissioned officers and in the ranks, 
and the guns of all forts are entirely 
manned by Britons. 

Of the native soldiers the Goorkhn is 
the best, and mnny English experts be¬ 
lieve thnt he Is the best soldier In the 
world.—Loudon Answers. 

A Lightweight Shirt of Mail. 

A Sheffield manufacturer has pro¬ 
duced a shirt of mail thnt weighs less 
than twelve pounds, thnt can readily 
i he worn beneath the coat, which Is im¬ 
pervious to every attack except thnt of 
the composition bullet. His product is 
having a large sale and is likely to he 
more widely used ns it becomes hotter 
known. 

It Is composed of small steel rings 
linked together so finely that even the 
point of a pin can not penetrate 
through them. At the same time they 
are so flexible thnt they enn be worn 
without the slightest discomfort. 

They cover the entire breast mid back 
from the neck to the thighs nnd extend 
down the arm to the elbow. Thus It 
will protect anyone from nn attack of 
dagger or sword in every vulnerable 
place. Its value as a protection against 
assassination is evident.—Chicago 
Chronicle.

Foot-Blurting la No Longer Conaliltrti 

Stylish lu China. 

Fashion is responsible for many 
evils, but now and then it does the 
world a good turn. It Is doing so now In 
China, for wlist persuasion ami reason¬ 
ing could only lu a small measure ac¬ 
complish lu the direction of the sup¬ 
pression of foot-binding, fashion is ef¬ 
fecting much more quickly. The gov¬ 
ernor of Hunan, until lately the most 
bitterly anti-foreign of all the provinces 
of Chinn, has issued a proclamation dis¬ 
couraging the cruel custom throughout 
his province. 

Anti-foot-blnding societies are multi¬ 
plying rapidly in the province. One so¬ 
ciety numbers thousands of members, 
who pay two taels—a little less than a 
dollar and three quarters--entrance 
money, and one Mexican dollar—about 
half an American dollar—as nn annual 
subscription afterward. The fact thnt 
the majority of those entering the soci¬ 
ety nre paying members shows thnt the 
movement is among the better classes, 
and thnt foot-binding is becoming uu 
fashionable. 

The proceeds of the members’ fees 
nre devoted to a good purpose, no other ^ 
than the providing of dowries for poor, 
girls who could not otherwise find re- J 
spectable husbands because they havo 
natural-sized feet. 

A very decided indication of tbe 
growing unfnshlonabloncss of foot-j 
binding is furnished by a conversation 
overheard on hoard a river steamer in 
China, and printed by the Sunday at 
Home. 

Several well-to-do young men of Chi- j 
na were discussing the question of 
what sort of a wife one of their num-j 
her, who wns contemplating matri- 
niony, ought to try to secure. Among 
other ndvantnges lie was advised to 
look for a wife with natural feet, as 
bound feet were already rcckoued un¬ 
fashionable.

Various Methods of Grafting. 

Tlie scions should bo cut while the 
buds nre dormant, nml the grafting 
done during the spring. Bailey says 
the best time to top graft Is “when the 
leaves nre pushing out, as wounds 
made then heal quickly nnd the scions 
are most npt to live.” Others graft 
Just ns the buds on the stock nre nbout 
to swell. When much of this work is 
to be done, It Is often begun n month 
or two before the leaves may he ex¬ 
pected to start and is continued even 
after (hoy nre full grown. 

Cleft grafting, the first Illustrated, 
Is particularly adapted to large stocks

! and is commonly employed for the top 
j grafting of old trees. The scion should 
i be in close contact with the stock and 
jtlie wound well waxed. Saddle graft¬ 
ing needs no explanation. It Is used 
on small plants and oftenest with a 
terminal bud. The graft is tied secure¬ 
ly nud waxed. This method Is some¬ 
times used late in the season. Whip 
or tongue grafting Is also Used on small 
stocks one or two years old. The parts 
nre held firmly by a bandage anil if 
they are above ground must l>e pro¬ 
tected by waxing. 

Pollination of Fruits. 

All kinds of fruit trees nml vines de¬ 
pend upon pollen for success in produc¬ 
tion. Borne fruits that are well sup 
plied with their own pollen will ma¬ 
ture, but when tho blossoms receive 
pollen from some oilier source the fruit 
reaches nearer perfection. Self-fecun¬ 
dated pears have been known to be de¬ 
ficient in seed, and plums of the same 
variety have given tho same unsatisfac¬ 
tory results. I’rof. Munson, of the 
Mnine Experiment Station, lias found 
that the size of tomatoes nmy be quite 
dcpendcut on the amount of pollen 
they receive while lu bloom, one receiv¬ 
ing a larger amount growing four times 
as large ns one receiving only a small 
quantity. The number of insect visit¬ 
ors lu an orchard determines, to a large 
extent, the amount of cross-pollination 


carried on, as the pollen of the apple 
and pear is not produced In sufficient 
quantity, nor of the proper consistency 
to be carried by the winds. Three or 
four varieties of fruits should be plant¬ 
ed together; that Is. three or more va¬ 
rieties of apples, the same of pears, 
etc., and every fruit grower should 
have at least one hive of bees. 

Parasitic Insects. 

A certain authority has stated that K 
single female louse may become the 
grandmother of 10,000 in eight weeks’ 
time. Home other parasitic insects are 
said to breed oven more rapidly. There 
Is but oue way to exterminate them, 
and that Is to kill the first one as quick¬ 
ly as possible before It has an opportu¬ 
nity of breeding. This Is not so diffi¬ 
cult If one pays attention to the luntter, 
nml as soon ns their presence is sus¬ 
pected use any good reliable remedy 
for them, of which there nre many, al¬ 
though we know of none more efficient 
than kerosene emulsion, or a mixture 
of kerosene one pint In four pints of 
skluunUk. In tint proportion It may he 
used safely by a sponge or cloth, rub- 
ilng it In to roach the skin. We re¬

Before the use of artificial fertilizer* 
became so general, many farmers made 
a practice of putting a handful of land 
plaster or gypsum around each hill of 
corn. They claimed that It caused it to 
take on a brighter color or a ilnrkef 
gren, and that it grew faster. Then 
they were Instructed by the agricultur¬ 
al papers that chemists said plaster had 
no fertilizing property, and that they, 
should use superphosphate at five or slg 
times the cost. Perhaps the paper* 
were right, for few even of tho diem-- 
Ists know then the power which plaster 
lias of absorbing nud holding ammonia! 
until It is washed out by the ralu, of 
know how much ammonia might be In 
the air, to be brought down liy rain 
nud dew. Wo think thnt It would pay, 
to use plaster In that way now, and w* 
know of nothing that would do so much 
good nt so sinnll a cost. It would prob¬ 
ably he of must benefit where tlier* 
was manure decomposing in the soil to 
throw off ammonia not yet converted 
Into nitrates.—American Cultivator. 

Chicken Cholera. 

I have successfully used this slnipl* 
remedy for years, nml never fulled to 
cure a slek fowl, If the medicine wa* 
given before tbe bird was In tho last 
stage of the disease, when no remedy 
will cure. Boll three ounce* of gives 
white ash bark in two quarts of water. 
After it cools, mix corn meal with it till 
it is of the consistency for proper feed¬ 
ing. Then add a teaspoonful of cay¬ 
enne and a talilcspoonful of black pep¬ 
per to from ouo to two quarts of th* 
feed, and force the fowls to eat it. It 
will cure every time. Chicken cholera 
Is a diarrhea, and the bark and pepper 
aet as astringents. Most of tho so- 
called chicken cholera, nud gapes la 
little chickens, are caused by drinking 
water which stands in tho poultry yard 
ami barnyard. These diseases can li* 
largely obviated by having the laud 
well drained and perfectly smooth, so 
that no water can stand on it after 
rains, and by keeping pure, fresh water 
where the fowls can drink at will.— 
Martha E. Norris. 

Uliat to Plant, 

There arc three things a farmer or 
gardener should consider before he puts 
seed In tho ground. First, what crops 
ids soil is best adapted to raise. To 
try to grew that which is not adapted 
to the soil is a waste of time and labor. 
Next what does ho understand the car* 
of best? This is less important because 
if he Is uot very stupid agricultural pa¬ 
pers and honks of some kiud neighbor 
may teach him enough to mako ldin 
successful with a crop of which he has 
had no previous experience. Third,’ 
what crop can lie find a good market 
for without too much expense for trans¬ 
portation? Nearly all tho farmer’s crop* 
are in demand hut the need crop, but 
not all may sell well in ids own neigh¬ 
borhood. Think it over before putting 
iu tho seed.

To Keep Out Peach Borers. 

It lias been recommended to pile or 
scatter various substances arouud tho 
liaso of peach trees to keep out th* 
borers, l’rof. M. V. Slingerland tested 
tobacco stems (midribs of the leaves) 
from a factory by winding them around' 
the base of tho trees and found the re¬ 
sults astonishing. Evidently the to- 
baeco kept out from two-thirds to. 
three-fifths of the borers. Where the 
stems are cheaply Obtainable th£y would 
seem worth trying. 

To Tie an Animal. 

A convenient way to tie a horse or 
ci -,v where a head stall is not used: 
Take a rope the desired length and 
thickness, splice harness-snap in on* 
end, put other end through a small 
ring, oue inch in dinmeter; tie ring la 
rope Just long enough for snap to fit 
neck. The ring can be easily moved to 
suit size of neck. It will never Blip-

is employed by this man, not even a 
thermometer.

“The Incubator Is a foster mother 
only and Is responsible for stifling the 
'setting* Instinct with Egyptian hens. 
The keepers of the incubators have a 
Bystem of traffic with peasant farmers 
by which eggs are purchased outright 
or six live chicks given in exchange for 
a dozen fresh eggs.”

One of onr boys wonts to know how 
the ancient Romans performed simple 
multiplication. They did not understand 
multiplication, or any other part of the 
Bcience of arithmetic, as we do. Their 
pystem of notation was clumsy, and 
$-et It was, to a certain extent, satisfac¬ 
tory; at least. It was founded on princi¬ 
ples that were easily understood and 
remembered. 

J The fundamental principle Is the use 
Of fire letters of tho alphabet to express 
numbers, thus: I represents one; V, 
five; X, ten; L, fifty; C, one hundred; 
D, five hundred; M, one thousand They 
expressed addition and multiplication 
by combining these letters according to 
certain fixed rules. 

} The first rule Is that the repetition of 
a letter repeats Its value; as X, ten; 
XX, twenty. The second rule Is that 
When a letter Is put before one of great¬ 
er value than It represents, the comb- 
blnation expresses the difference in 
jthelr value; as, I, one; V, five; IV, four. 
The third rule Is that when a letter Is 
put after one of greater value the com¬ 
bination expresses the sum of their 
"Values; as, V, five; I, one—VI, six. The 
fourth and last rule Is that a dash over 
Ithe letters In an expression Is equiv¬ 
alent to a multiplication by one thou¬ 
sand; as, IV, with a dash extending 
£ver both letters, expresses four thou- 
Band. 

* So, you see, they had a system of 
multiplication, though It was a clumsy 
one. They knew nothing about the sys¬ 
tem that we now have, which came In 
With the Introduction of the so-called 
[Arabic figures. In the beginning of the 
thirteenth century. 

Birds, Beasts and Telearrapli Poles. 

To creatures Incapable of understand¬ 
ing their use, the first telegraph-poles 
[were naturally misleading. A London 
[paper Is authority for the statement 
that when these useful articles were 
Introduced Into Norway they had a dis¬ 
quieting effect on the bears, 
i The bears heard the moaning of the 
(wind In the wires, and proceeded to put 
two and two together. Such a buzzing 
ob this had been heard before. It was 
associated In the minds of the bears 
IWlth a sweet morsel. The poles must 
t>e gigantic hives. So the bears Bet to 
(work to root the poles out of the 
ground. 

! The woodpeckers also listened to the 
bumming, and concluded that Innumer¬ 
able Insects were concealed in those tall 
poles. Therefore they also went to 
•work to find the treasure, boring holes 
to extract the Insects. 

In time birds and animals became 
(wiser, and the telegraph-pole or wire Is 
used by more than one bird as a safe 
place for Its nest There Is a small bird 
In Natal that used to build Its cradle- 
bhaped nest In the branches of trees, 
but as soon as the telegraph-wires 
were set up. It changed the location of 
Its housekeeping and built on tho wires, 
no that snakes could not molest Its 
treasures. 

The new position was found so se¬ 
cure that the bird added a second door 
to the nest, which hnd hitherto possess¬ 
ed only a small opening In the side 
farthest from the overhanging branch.

A WOMAN OF HOLLAND 

Composed the Boer Notional Anthem— 
Now Sung by British, Too. 

The national anthem of the Boers 
was written by an old lady who Is at 
present living a peaceful, obscure life 
In Holland. This lady. Miss Catherine 
Felicia Van Rees, was boru In Hollnnd, 
at Zutphen, In 1S31. She Is an excellent 
musician, and In her youth she com¬ 
posed several operettas which were 
performed by the Choral Society of 
Utrecht. At one of these performances 
she made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Burgers, a member of the society, who 
was at that time studying theology in 
the University of Utrecht. In 1875 
Burgers, who In the meantime hail be¬ 
come President of the South African 
Republic, went back to Europe and re¬ 
newed the acquaintance of Ills old 
friend. Miss Van Rees. Ono day he 
begged her to write a national hymn 
for the Transvaal, and In a few hours 
tho lady wrote both words and music 
for what Is now the Boers’ nattonn' 
hymn. The burghers were so please- 
with the composition that the Volks 
road of Pretoria officially accepted the 
work and sent Miss Vnu Rees a letter 
of thanks and congratulations. The 
composition Is very popular among the 
Boers, and It Is said that the British 
soldiers lu South Africa have heard It 
so often that many of them now sing 
and whistle It. 

One of Arteiuus Ward’s Stories. 

Artemus Ward used to tell of a lec¬ 
ture experience which he had In a little 
place In the far West. There was a bliz¬ 
zard on the night when he held forth, 
and consequently the audience was 
small.

The Case of a Man Who Swallowed 
HI* Snapendern. 

A case recorded In the Boston Med¬ 
ical and Surgical Journal by Dr. M. 
H. Richardson Is a remarkable exam¬ 
ple of the extraordinary feats In swal¬ 
lowing foreigu ttodies sometimes per¬ 
formed by men. 

A man. aged 2» years, was admitted 
to the hospital. He said that two 
weeks previously, while he was In a 
despondent state, ho had endeavored to 
swallow his suspenders aud had suc¬ 
ceeded lu gettiug down certain por¬ 
tions. but how much lie lmd swallowed 
he could not toll. He did not complain 
of palu, but rather of discomfort un¬ 
der the breast while eating. The food 
at times passed easily into the stom¬ 
ach. At other times it was regurgitat¬ 
ed immediately. Nothing could lie soon 
in the throat. With a probe some ob¬ 
struction wns felt. 

A skiagram showed a suspender 
buckle at the middle of the chest aud 
possibly another higher up. As the 
chief danger in esophngeal Impaction 
Js from ulceration into tlio great ves¬ 
sels, especially when the foreigu body 
has sharp edges, and ns fatal erosion 
usually takes place In two weeks or 
less. It wns concluded that If there 
was any erosion it was sufficiently ad¬ 
vanced to make even the most careful 
manipulation dangerous. The problem 
was how to perforin extraction with¬ 
out producing fatal hemorrhage. 

The throat was opened, and with a 
pair of forceps, a string attached to a 
brass ring and then half a suspender 
witli two buckles and finally a third 
buckle were removed. A probnng was 
passed into the stomach without meet¬ 
ing with further obstruction. 

The wound was closed with silk 
sutures. ( and recovery ensued.

THE HOSPITAL DOCTOR 


GsfhetlnK the Dpnn of Cattails In 
the Jersey Meadows. 

One of the queerest industries lias 
grown up on the Hackensack meadows, 
an otherwise apparently useless bog 
upon which it is unsafe for man or 
beast to venture. In the summer cer¬ 
tain parts of the meadows are covered 
with a dense growth of cattails. They 
grow particularly rank and large. 
Sometimes the tail, or furry part, Is a 
foot or more long nnd thick In propor¬ 
tion. Tho light, furry down is long 
and soft, bearing a close resemblance 
to down when first taken from the 
stalk. 

Certain people always more or less 
quick to see the advantages of a waste 
product have begun gathering the seed 
down from cattails and are making It 
a considerable business. Just before 
the ice is gone in the spring is the 
time selected. Provided with a large 
sack In which to store the feathery 
products, tlie gatherer goes about 
nmoiig the tall flags, pulls off the dow r n, 
deposits It iu his sack and takes it 
homo. It is not a particularly pleasant 
piece of work, because the little bits of 
down fly ali over one, getting iu the 
eyes, the nose, the mouth and cars, and 
completely cover one’s clothing. But 
It furnishes work, aud men nud women 
do It. 

It is taken from the sack, carefully 
spread where It will dry thoroughly, 
and it is then ready to be used iu pil¬ 
lows or wherever else genuine animal 
down Is advisable. It doesn't last long, 
because Its fibers lack elasticity, but 
for a time the pillow will be as soft as 
any. 

Those who gather It make reasona¬ 
bly fair pay at it, though hardly enough 
when the danger aud the disagreeable 
character of the work are considered.
